The Kelley colt had all bis old time 
speed ard running well within himself under a 
clever ride, won by two lengths, while the Dur- 
ham colt beat Frank Ackerman four lengths for 
the place. Operator was cut off sharply just 
beyond the club house turn, but made up his 
ground gradually and was always within strik- 
ing distance. Many horsemen wereof the opin- 
ion that Mathews made a mistake in trying to 
place the colt instead of allowing him to run on 
his own courage, as Operator is a free runner 
and shows to best advantage as a pacemaker. 

Possart. long over due, finally won a cleverly 
contested six furlongs dash, which was the last 
event on the card. Bullman held him nicely 
together and. keeping him in the lead by a 
slight margin throughout, had enough left in 
the colt to win by a length from Bollick, who 
beat the fast closing Isaline a short half length 
for the place. Toah, of whom much was ex- 
pected on the strength of hie California per- 
formances. ran a poor race and was never a 
factor.

I the work of American trainers. King’s Courier | 
was trained by Enoch Wishard last year and 
met with signal snccess. The Field comments 
as follows on the change in the form of this 
grand horse : 

^‘He had not won since he won the Select 
Stakes, when be was trained by Wishard, but 
on the Doncaster form he seemed likely to beat 
Merry Gal, and if the record was a correct guide 
he should have been favorite, as David Garrick 
had only beaten an average handicap field. 
However, odds were laid on the Chester Cup 
winner, and Merry Gal was preferred to King’s 
Courier, who certainly stripped big, but did not 
look so very much amiss. He ran, however, as 
if he had hardly been trained at all, being well 
beaten as soon as Tattenham Corner was 
passed, although the pace had been slow in the 
early part of the race. He then dropped right 
behind and finished dead slow and with bis 
month open, blowing like a grampus. This is 
not the horse’s proper form, and we are afraid 
that there is not snflicient time in which to get 
him fit before the Ascot Cup. At the same time 
it is curious that American horses seldom seem 
to win races after they leave the hands of an 
American trainer for those of an English one, 
and at present it would appear as if Wishard 
had got the best out of the horse before he sold 
him. Let us hope that the reverse will be found 
to be the case.” 

M. Henry who won the Oaks for Mr. Keene 
on Cap and Belle, only began riding in England 
the first day of the Epsom meet and scored hia 
notable victory the fourth time that he was in 
the saddle. He narrowly escaped ridieg a win- 
ner on his first appearance, as on the opening 
day his name was put np on the board as the 
jockpy of Escurial for the Aehtead Selling Plate. 
Henry’s name was taken down befo’^e the scart 
and Danny Maher piloted Escurial to victory.
